In both instances it was the carcass of an 
Aberdeen-Angus calf that brought the 
world’s record price. In the first it was 
Billy Wilson of Indiana who had reserved 
one-half the carcass for a great barbecue 
back home. This time the world record 
price was paid for the carcass of Benny, 
the Aberdeen-Angus carcass grand cham- 
pionship over all breeds and ages at the 
1928 International. Benny had belonged to 
Keith Collins, an Iowa lad who has been 
working at this calf feeding game for sev- 
eral years with a considerable amount of 
success. 

The Journal is happy to be able to pre- 
sent here an illustration of Keith together 
with the carcass of Benny as it hung in the 
coolers at Chicago. Likewise are we happy 
to be able to give a picture of the man who 
purchased the carcass, Mr. George McCau-

Doddies Make Good in White River Country 


“They tell us the Aberdeen-Angus won’t stand the rigors of 
out door life, that they are a pampered set of barnyard animals 
fit only for the sheltered corn belt farms with their big barns and 
great heavily laden feed bunks” used to be the song that scared 
the rancher so he would not even look at a cow with a black skin. 
Alas! That story has been exploided, not alone once but so often that 
ranchmen all over the country are beginning to know the true 
story and with this information realize that Aberdeen-Angus cat- 
tle are just as adaptable to the rigorous, unsheltered pastures of 
the West and the Middle West as is any other breed of beef cattle. 

The old bogie stories are without foundation. You know it 
gets pretty cold up in South Dakota, especially in the Missouri riv- 
er basin. Folks 
tell us about the 


illustration showing his Aberdeen-Angus breeding cows coming 
home about the middle of March after having spent the winter over 
on the south side of the White river in Tripp county. These cattle 
were driven around by the river bridge a distance of some twenty 
miles earlier in the season to garner from the fields and pastures 
on the south side what feed might be available. As the ice had 
gone out and the river was open at the time in March when the 
feed was gone the cattle were driven back across the stream to t 
farmstead on the north side. There were cakes of ice on the sand 
bars and others in the stream, the cattle had to swim to make the 
other side. They did a nice job of it. “Not a single one had trouble, 
none got stuck, and there were no ill effects from the exposure” 
says Mr. Ellefsen. 
One of the things 


mercury _ playing 
hide and seek 
around the lower 
end of the ther- 
mometer out in 
the White river 
country. Weather 
reports from Rap- 
id City, Pierre and 
Mitchell don’t in- 
dicate an over 
abundance of heat 
after winter has 
once set in. Yet 
this is a great cat- 
tle county. There 
are herds founded 
upon tiie old Dur- 
ham stocks, others 
are wearing the 
beautiful white 
faces of one of the 
popular breeds, 
and in this com- 
munity is slowly 
but surely creep- 
ing another color 
—sleek, glossy coated Aberdeen-Angus. Not so many herds, and 
yet there are a sufficient number of these good cattle feeding along 
with their contemporaries to prove conclusively that they have a 
right to be recognized as real cattle for the ranch of today. 

The neighbors like the Blacks well enough that they, at least 
many of them, are using the Aberdeen-Angus bulls on their herds 
of other cattle. The cross is desirable, the resulting calves usually 
bring a premium, at least they go quicker in the season and realize 
a little better price than most any of the rest. 

Presho, is a typical South Dakota city located on the Custer 
Battlefield highway in Lyman county, just below the Lower Brule 
Indian reservation and above the old Rosebud reservation, some 
ten or twelve miles north of the White river where Eivald Ellefsen 
operates a herd of Aberdeen-Angus cattle. Not a big herd, but 
sufficiently large to make the test. He is one of the good farmers 
in Lyman county, holds land on the other side of the river too 
where his Aberdeen-Angus cattle thrive right out of doors through- 
out the winter with no shelter other than that supplied by nature— 
a few hills and not too many trees. 5

that sounded good 
to us was the own- 
er’s report of sales 
the past season. 
He said “I sold my 
herd down to 
eighty head of 
cows and heifers, 
received $11.50 for 
the steers and 
$12.50 for the 
calves. The old dry 
cows and heifers 
brought 10 cents 
per pound. These 
prices were _ ob- 
tained right here 
at home.” 

Some folks 
have wondered 
whether there 
would be a mar- 
ket for the Black 
calves. That is 
something else not 
worry about. 

There is a bigger 
market for these good quality calves than can be supplied in many 
a year to come. Commercial feeders like them and the packers like 
them. Both pay-a premium usually to get the good Blacks. All 
the producer has to do is to make known through some dependable 
organization that he has the calves to sell and it won’t take long 
to find the buyer. Aberdeen-Angus calves when sired by good 
bulls make friends wherever they go. Once a crop of calves get 
into a feeders pens that producer has a steady customer, for the 
feeder will be right back the next year. In support of this asser- 
tion we have Mr. Ellefsen’s own words, and they are not unlike 
Fa gar that come from other producers. He says “One feeder 
has bought my cattle for four years now.” 

There are hundreds of other men throughout the country grow- 
ing Aberdeen-Angus cattle who can no doubt supply the Journal 
with pictures just as interesting as this one. We will be glad to 
have them. We are just as interested in your work as we can pos- 
sibly be regardless of whether your cattle are pure breds or grades.

DECEMBER 1, 1928. 

_ The most significant development in the cattle feeding situa- 
tion during November was the marked falling off in the demand 
for stocker and feeder cattle as compared to what it had been dur- 
ing the preceding four months says a bulletin from the United 
States Department of Agriculture, Bureau of Agricultural Econ- 
omics.

stocker and feeder cattle had declined to the 
level prevailing at the end of November, 
1927, while for the other months of 1928 
prices had been materially above corres- 
ponding monthly prices of 1927. 

The movement of stocker and feeder cat- 
tle through markets into the Corn Belt 
States in November was about 12 per cent 
less than in November, 1927, and was the 
second smallest November movement in ten 
years. The total movement for the five 
months, July to November, this year was 
about 20 per cent larger than for the same 
period last year and about equal to the 
movement in 1927 and 1926. Practically all 
of the increase this year over last was into 
the area west of the Mississippi River. The 
movement into the area east of the river, 
while a little larger than last year, was 
a below that of any other year since 
y 2 

Records from four leading live stock mar- 
kets show that there was little difference in 
the kind of cattle taken out as stockers and 
feeders for the five months, July to No- 
vember, this year, from last. The propor- 
tion of feeding steers, 800 pounds and up, 
was about the same as last year, but with 
some increase in those over 1,000 pounds, 
and a decrease in those from 800 to 900 
pounds. There was an increase in the pro- 
portion of cows and heifers and also of 
calves. Since the total movement of cattle 
this year was larger the actual numbers of 
all of these kinds were larger, the number 
of steers 800 pounds and up being about 
10 per cent larger. 

While there possibly has been some in- 
crease in the marketings of short fed cattle 
this year compared to last this increased 
movement of feeder cattle indicates an in- 
crease in feeding in the Corn Belt this win- 
ter. Reports from feeders in these States 
also indicates an increase. 
most of the western States indicate a ma- 
terial decrease in cattle feeding this winter 
compared to last. 

Early in January an estimate will be is- 
sued of the number of cattle actually on 
feed for market in different areas and dif- 
ferent States compared to last year.

The Importance of Minerals in Turkey Feeding 


Poultry Department. 
By W. H. Lapp, 


The important part that minerals play in poultry production 
has been discussed frequently during the past few years and some 
very interesting information has been obtained relative to the 
value of minerals in the rations for poultry, yet the requirement of 
minerals for turkeys and turkey production will show that their 
importance is in reality startling, and the results that we have ob- 
tained during the past two years with turkeys proves conclusively 
that they play a vital part in the proper growth and development 
of the stock. 

One of the most discouraging problems confronting turkey 
producers aside from the ravages of disease is the preponderance 
of crooked breast bones that often manifest themselves in the flock. 

With the advent of raising turkeys in close confinement the 
problems of nutrition, so important to successful turkey produc- 
tion, can be given greater attention. Years ago it was common 
belief on the part of many turkey producers that crooked breast 
bones were primarily a breeding problem; today, thanks to con- 
siderable investigational work done by some of our experiment 
stations, we know that crooked breast bones in turkeys are primar- 
ily due to a deficiency of mineral requirements in the feed. Rais- 
ing turkeys under close confinement has 
created considerable stimulus in turkey pro- 
duction. In parts of our country where it 
was thought that turkey production could 
not be conducted profitably, the next ten 
years, no doubt, will see a radical change in 
our methods:of turkey production and will 
see this good bird being produced in many 
sections of the country where today the pro- 
duction is only in limited quantities. 

With this increase in interest toward 
turkey production will come the problems 
of nutrition. During the past two years the 
writer has been conducting a number of ex- 
periments with minerals, and their relation 
to the growth and bone development of tur- 
keys. The deficiency of minerals in turkey 
rations will show, from the standpoint of 
bone development, even greater contrast 
than that apparent in chickens. The tur- 
key is primarily a creature of habit and 
this plays an important part in successful 
production. Turkey raising as ordinarily 
engaged in on the general farm was consid- 
ered primarily as a side line throughout the 
middle west states. Little attention was 
given to the feeding problems incidental to 
their development. Up until recent years 
range was considered an essential factor in 
turkey production. Oftentimes the state- 
ment was made that the reason for our tur- 
keys becoming extinct in some of our states 
was due to the fact that the reduction in 
acres per farm played a vital part in the 
reduced numbers of turkeys. This in real- 
ity was not the case since investigations 
have proven that the hazards from disease 
played an important part. In fact it was not uncommon to hear 
producers in various of our middle west states to make the state- 
ment that they were forced out of the turkey business because of

The Effect of Minerals in a Ration for Young 
Toms is Very Evident Upon the Stock. 


December 31, 1928 


During the past two years the confined 
method of raising turkeys has again 
brought these birds in evidence on some 
of our central states. With the confin- 
ed method of raising these birds the hab- 
its of the turkey are going to be chang- 
ed and he will become a creature model- 
ed more or less by the standards set by 
man. When turkeys are raised on range 
and given only scratch feeds it is diffi- 
cult to make turkeys raised in this way 
eat a mash feed. In other words habit 
dictates their feed. Under the confined 
method when turkeys are started on a 
mash feed they will consume it very 
readily and we have instances on record 
where it was difficult to make the tur- 
keys eat a scratch feed where they had 
been started on a mash. Now then with 
the feeding of mash it is possible to con- 
trol the diets more effectively than under 
the old method where only scratch feeds 
were used. This made it possible to study 
the value of the various ingredients in a ra- 
tion for turkey production and made it pos- 
sible to single out the effect of various in- 
gredients such as minerals in the ration. 

Under one experiment conducted this 
year under the confinement method we had 
turkeys weighing ten pounds at fifteen 
weeks of age. In another !ot last year of 
seven hundred turkeys fed with a mash for- 
tified with minerals we had less than one 
per cent crooked breast bones where in an- 
other lot without the use of mineral supple- 
ments the crooked breast bones reached a 
total of fifty-six per cent of the stock. Tur- 
keys with crooked breast bones are classi- 
fied as a No. 2 in market channels and suf- 
fers a penalty in price. We also found that 
where adequate minerals were supplied in 
the turkey mash we had greater bone devel- 
opment, better feather growth and less mor- 
tality. We also found in our breeding stock 
that vitality was maintained to a greater 
degree with the use of minerals than where 
they were omitted in the rations of the 
breeding stock. 

For the producer who is contemplating 
raising turkeys under confinement one fact- 
or plays an important part in the success 
that he will attain and that is the impossi- 
bility of raising turkeys and chickens on 
the same ground and in the same areas. 
Turkeys must be raised away from the 
chickens and by no means should they ev- 
er be permitted to come in contact with the 


chickens. 
arrangements can be made to keep the stock away from the chick- 
ens and where common sense is used in the principles of manage- 
ment. In several of our experiments we used three distinct rations; 
one containing no mineral, another containing a simple mineral and 
another containing a complex mineral. Our complex minerai gave 
the best results as is illustrated by the results of the following ex- 
periment. Lack of proper bone development, poor feather growth, 
crooked breast bones and low hatchability manifested itself dis- 
tinctly in the pen receiving no minerals. In fact fifty-six per cent 
of this stock was defective in one of the above mentioned defects; 
nineteen per cent in the case of the simple mineral and approxi- 
mately one per cent in the case of the complex mineral, These ex- 
periments prove conclusively the value of proper mineral feeding 
and its relation to the turkey ration. It must be understood, how- 
ever, that minerals are not a cure-all and can only be given credit 
for accomplishing results where the mineral is the only variable 
factor. In all our experimental work we attempted to control all 
conditions as constant factors making our variable factor the ad-

The breeding sheep show was possibly the 
best in the history of the Live Stock Show. 
The tops were possibly more nearly to the 
acme of perfection than ever before, but 
this was not the remarkable part of the 
breeding show. The uniformity of the in- 
dividuals in the various classes in practical- 
ly every breed showed great improvement 
over former years. The sheep business has 
been good for several years. We need more 
good pure bred flocks. Breeders as a whole 
have done a great deal to add publicity to 
their product by strong exhibits at fairs. 
Sheepmen as a whole are good caretakers 
and present a very pleasing product to the 
public. If they are to be criticised, it is 
from the standpoint of advertising. Sheep 
breeders do not place their products before 
the American public. There would be more 
mutton consumed if the public was educat- 
ed to it and more sheep bred if farmers 
were better acquainted with the golden hoof.

New Feed Discovery 


to be Advanced sy Penn State Professor 


College officials have announced the res- 
ignation of the very popular and well known 
Penn State Professor, Dr. H. H. Havner, 
who assumes on January 1 the vice-presi- 
dency in charge of service for Philip R. 
Park, Inc., of San Pedro, California, a firm 
manufacturing and selling a live stock feed 
composed of food nutrients from the sea. 

Mr. Philip R. Park, president of the com- 
pany, who recently visited the State Col- 
lege campus, stated that all of the past 17 
years’ training and experience of Dr. Hav- 
ner seemed to have peculiarly fitted him 
for this very important and worth while un- 
dertaking of the prevention of major live 
stock losses caused by malnutrition. He 
further added that recent feeding tests by 
experiment stations and several hundred 
live stock feeders reveal a very important 
discovery in the nutritive qualities of Kelp, 
a sea weed, as a supplement to the average 
ration for farm animals. The scientists ex- 
plain the rather unusual gains and improve- 
ment in body resistance of animals allowed 
this feed because of the richness in organic 
minerals such as iodine, iron, and mangan- 
ese, all found in Kelp. 

More startling and important, though, 
perhaps, is the result of the feed when of- 
fered to dairy cows. Since last July 1, Mrs. 
Ruth Hanna McCormick’s Holstein herd, 
one of the finest in the Mid-west has been 
turned over to science seeking a preventive 
and cure for common goitre. In the herd of 
Mrs. McCormick, recently elected Congress- 
man-at-large for Illinois, it was found that 
the cows fed powdered seaweed produced 
milk with iodine content of 306 parts in a 
million, sufficient, according to medical au- 
thorities, to serve as a preventive and pos- 
sibly a cure for goitre in the human. 


Dairymen engaged in the production of 
certified milk or Grade A milk are also 
much interested in the announcement that 
cows fed the “Magic Food from the Sea” 
show a material decrease in bacterial count 
in milk when the Kelp and Fishmeal are us- 
ed. Equal advantage and merit of the feed 
occurs, it is said, with hogs, sheep, steers, 
and chickens. 


Dr. Havner is a well known and widely 
recognized authority on all animal husban- 
dry subjects and a live stock judge of na- 
tional prominence. Last fall he placed the 
awards on both Berkshires and Durocs at 
the Wisconsin State Fair, picked the Duroc 
winners at the Michigan State Fair the fol- 
lowing week and on the succeeding fair 
week rated all of the Berkshire classes at 
the National Swine Show. For the last five 
years, Dr. Havner has been the unanimous 
choice of the exhibitors for judge of swine 
at the Eastern States Exposition at Spring-

The Penn State Extension Professor has 
also served as associate editor of two wide- 
ly read farm papers during the last 15 
years During this time he has answered 
thousands of letters giving helpful advice to 
farmers residing in every state in the Union 
and probably in every single county in the 
United States. 

“While very happy in rendering helpful 
service in the past, both in college and 
newspaper work,” Dr. Havner stated, “after 
investigating test after test and witnessing 
the results of Manamar (Kelp and fish- 
meal), on farm after farm, I can do nothing 
else but accept this new position to be con- 
sistent with my past service to live stock 
growers. In this field I shall be able to 
broaden my usefulness to the live stock in- 
dustry in pointing the way to the preven- 
tion of malnutrition diseases which consti- 
tute the majority of animal losses and pil- 
fer the cream of the profits in the live stock 
industry.”

One of the very outstanding 
pieces of work which Dr. Havner initiated 
throughout Pennsylvania was the commun- 
ity boar association work and Pennsylvania 
now stands at the head of all states in the 
Union in the number of associations in op- 
eration. Ton litter club work also came in 
for its true place in Swine Husbandry when 
under the leadership of Dr. Havner and his 
associates, Pennsylvania tied the world’s 
record with 122 ton litters in 1926 and in 
1927 outdistanced all other states with a 
total of 126 ton litters.

The hottest fight 
of the show came in the aged 
stallion class when Major de Mal- 
maison, Waterloo grand cham- 
pion in 1927 and Iowa champion 
in 1928 met Lordeau 2d, last 
years reserve grand champion 
and many times state fair cham- 
pion. The former was draftier E. Es. 
and a better mover while the lat- 
ter had a little more quality and 
slightly more topy. The winner in the four- 
year-old class was Max de Houte Croix 
owned by Holberts, a real draft horse with 
good feet, a lot of scale and a good mover 
and made a hot competitor for the senior 
and grand champion honor when he met 
Lordeau 2d, owned by Wentz of Ohio.
